EARLY SNOW. 


About six inches of snow is now lying on 
the ground making good sleighing. This is 
an unprecedented fall at this season of the 
year, and has come while the ground is stiil 
unfrozen, something also unheard of. The 
depth of snow now lying will have a ten- 
dency to prevent the frost from getting deep 
into the ground so that it should aida 
favorable spring, (tenerally in this country 
the’ground is frozen as hard as iron before 
the snow falls so that even if a thaw comes 
none of the snow water’ finds its way into 
the ground. Nowif there is any thaw ihe 
ground will get the benefit of the snow- 
fall which will be of immense advantage 
next season. In the woods where fires have 
been running the effect will also be good, as 
the !ow places will be filled with water and 
the moss and peat thoronghly saturated so 
that fires will not work in the ground as 
they have during the recent fall. Generally 
speaking there is abundance of hay for 
cattle in the district so that although there 
is a prospect of a long winter it is not likely 
to be a hard winter for stock. Indeed horses 
will do much better now on grass than they 
would before the snow fell.

FROM THE MOUNTAINS. 
J. Alden Loring, naturalist of the United 


States department of agriculture, returned 


on Thursday from a summer in the Moun- 
tains. He was accompanied during his trip 
by D. E. Noyes, and D. Noyes, jr. The 
first objective point was the Jasper House. 
From there they went to the head of the 
Athabasca, then back to Jasper House and 
over tothe Smoky. Then back to Jasper 
House and up the Maligne river. They left 
Edmonton on May 25th. Mr. Loring spent 
a successful, interesting and in some cases 
exciting summer, travelling in all about 
1,490 miles. He secured an exceilent col- 
lection of specimens of birds and mammals. 
Although none are new to science, soine will 
be new in the government museum for 
‘which they are being coliected. He saw 
four humming birds, but did not secure any, 
but killed two great grey owls, an evening 
gros beak and a solitary sand piper. Of 
this latter kind the nests and eggs have 
never been found. But Mr. Alden found a 
young one near the Henry house. The sum- 
mer season in the mountains is short and 
variable. They had snow in July near the 
head of the Athabasca, and in the same 
month they found snow ten to fifty feet 

eep in a small valley putting into the 
Athabasca. They were in danger of being 
saowed in before starting for home. Not- 
withstanding this a trapper named Swift 
raised a goodcropof potatoes near the Henry 
House, in the Jasper Pass, far inside the 
mountains. On one occasion Mr. Loring 
was nearls drowned in crossing the Maligne 
river. He was also laid up for ten days 
with a cut foot and seven days by illness. 
They saw very few trappers or prospectors. 
None on the Smoky and a few on the Mc- 
Leod. They met Jas. Norris about 50 miles

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RESERVED LANDS. 
The Free Press of Nov.

sibly the article is on the question of 
reserved lands, which the BuLLETIN 


discussed editorially a short time ago, but 


all that the Press finds to really say on 
this,which is calls “the great question,” 
istoask: ‘ Does he (the editor of the 
Butierin) believe that those reserved 
lands should be taken back ad held 
for free settlement.” In reply the 
Buiuerm begs to say that it does verily 
believe that all lands held reserved and 
remaining in the hands of the crown 
should be thrown open for settlement 
forthwith. That is to say, the so-called 
school lands and the odd numbered 
sections throughout the country “yet 
remaining in the government’s hands. 
As to the lands which have been alien- 
ated: it is merely a question of the 
necessity of purchase ; the price that 
would have to be paid; and the pro- 
priety of using the money for that 
rather than for some other purpose that 
would tend to the devolopment of the 
ecuntry. The Buttetin will not sup- 
port a propositicn to buy back one acre 
—of railroad land for instance—as long 
as one acre of public land is held re- 
served. There are also a number of 
little matters to be settled in regard to 
these railroad lands that would affect the 
staying powers of one or the other 
parties to the bargain, before negotia- 
tions could properly be entered inte. 
And when these were settled it might 
be found more advantageous to legis- 
late as favorably to the country as pos- 
sible in regard to these lands, and use 
the money that would be required for 
their purchase to build developing and 
competing railways, such as our im- 
mense grants of Jand in aid of railways 
have not yet secured us. 

The Press asks: How are the lands 
already granted to railways to be taken 
beck? “By confiscation? The gov- 
erment have no more right to resume 
control of those lands without the con- 
sent of their owners iuan they have to 
drive a settler off his homesiead.”—(In- 
cidentally it may be remarked that the 
latter act was not by any means un- 
known under the late government— 
just an extension of the principle of the 
all prevailing system of reserves).—The 
Press is at fault in its law. Compul- 
sory change in tae ownersaip of land 
under the statutes is an everyday 
occurrence, on a small scale, and that it 
has at times been effected on a very 
large scale is a riatter of Canadian 
history which may repeat itself, when 
the progress and welfare of the country 
requires. The owners of the Press 
have so long been accustomed to dictate 
what shall be done in Canada that that 
paper has forgotten that other things 
may be done than have of late years 
been customary. To put the matter a 
little more plainly. The question of 
the government resuming the owner- 
ship of the vacant lands in the North- 
west is nota question in which the C. 
P. R. necessarily or legally has any- 


thing to say in the last resort. 
The first question to be decided 
is: What lands legally belong 


to the C. P. R. and other railway com- 
panies. That is the question the West 
wants the new government to settle 
forthwith. When that is settled will 
be time enough to discuss what shall 
be done with them.

homesick he looks at the wrong side of 
everything, and makes a wonder and a 
scare out of very ordinary conditions. 
The concluding senterce of his letter is: 
“You will see that I am not altogether 
in love with the country, in fact, I have 
yet to find the man who is. I know 
of no one here, who, if he could get his 
money ‘back that he invested here, 
would not seek pastures new.” This is 
a strong statement, and appearizg in an 
influential paper in an important sec- 
tion of Ontariois likely to do this district, 
where the writer of it is at the time 
making his living, a great deal of harm. 
How ailly the insinuation is may be 
judged from the fact that at least three 
fourths of the settlers of this district 
came here without money. What they 
have, whether much or little, they made 
right here. They have Jost nothing for 
they had nothing to lose. The vast 
majority of those who havedeserved have 
achieved fair success. That there are 
disadvantages incident to pioneer life 
everyone will admit. If there were 
not it would not be pioneering. It is 
in .the existence of these present dis- 
advantages that the opportunity for ad- 
vancement on the part of the early 
settler exists. If the country were all 
under cultivation, if the railroad rates 
were right, and the ultimate markets at- 
tained, the settler would have no more 
advantage here than he has in Ontario 
where his advantages at the present 
tirae are said to be not too evident. It 
is in the process of the improvement 
of the conditions surrounding him that 
the settler makes his profit. The men 
who went inte the bush of the country 
of Huron when they had not half the 
advantages of the Edmonton district 
were the men who wade’money,—far 
more money than their successors who 
are surrounded with all the advantages 
of civilization are making. The idea 
that because a country is not developed 
it is not good, is the falsest kind of an 
idea, and it is one that #& too prevalent 
in Canada. It is not in the final de- 
velopment, but in the opportunity for 
development and in the work and pro- 
cesses of development that the advant- 
age lies. If Mr. Gemmell aud others 
will grasp this great truth they will 
then be in a position to discuss more 
profitably the advantages and disad- 
vantages of a new country. 


INDIAN DAY SCHOOLS. 


Mr. Eprror. 

A live issue in the formative history 
of education is the day school in- 
stitution. it is expected that the 
new minister of the interior will give 
special attention to an improved system 
of education for Indians. It is also 
expected that those who have been 
closely connected with, and are inter- 
ested in Indian education, will speak 
and write freely on this question. 

Perhaps it is well in tne beginning 
to ask, ‘‘ Are the Indians in the near 
future likely to be citizenized in toto, 
or for the most part, or will the major- 
ity remain on reserves as wards of the 


Government for all time to come’? Let} . 


the eastern provinces sum up the case 
as to Indian citizenship there ; and let 
the west form some judgment from the 
past twenty years. Citizenship is a 
comprehensive term—privilege of vot- 
ing for public office, qualification to fill 
offices in the gift of the people, 
protection in the enjoyment of the so- 
called private rights. The degree of 
progress in society and in the individual 
leadit:g up to citizenship, though at- 
tainable, is far-reaching. North Ameri- 
can civilization places in each district a 
day school for the masses, to be sup- 
ported by them. The day school is the 
institution for the people as a whole. 
Who dares to interfere with it? In 
the poorest and most sparsely settled 
neigh dorhood it is encouraged alike by 
government and ratepayers, It is the 
local training school to which the 
youth from every home may go. The 
genius of our civilization builds a school 
at our doors. The goyernment now 
aims to make the tribes self-supporting; 
in a word, to civilize them. The pro-

ROUTES TO AND THROUGH WEST KOOTE- 

NAY. 

A study of a map of the Kootenay will 
elucidate this description and show that 
the Columbiariver and its expansions, the 
upper and lower Arrow lakes lie, north 
and south and nearly parallel to the 
Kootenay lake from which they are 
divided by a mountanous country 40 
miles wide, in the middle of which lie 
the smaller Slocan lake and river run- 
ning in the same north and south 
direction. This intervening country 
is crossed by railways from Nakusp to 
Kaslo via Sandon and from Robson to 
Nelson. 

From the United States—The 
Spokane Falls and Northern railway 
and the Nelson & Fort Sheppard rail- 
way run daily except Sunday (10 hours 
run) between Spokane and Nelson. 
Passengers for Rossland connect 
at Northpert with stage and 
for Trail with steamboat daily. 
(Note. The new railway from North- 
por’ direct to Rossland is probably now 
running.) At Nelson close connections 
are made with steamers for Kaslo and 
all Kootenay lake points. From Kaslo 
to Sandon and intermediate points there 
is a daily train on the Kaslo & Slocan 


8 (Narrow Guage) railway. This is owned 


by Americans and is intensely hostile 
toC. P. R. Steamboats also run from 
Bonner’s Ferry on the Great Northern 
railway to points on Kootenay lakes.

* THE WHAT SITUATION. 


Winnipeg Commercial, Nov. 2. There is 
no question but that the wheat situation is 
a strong one, and indications have not for 
years been so favorable for higher prices. 
The late advance in wheat in its early stages 
was a legitimate one, and was based on 
actual conditions favorable'to an advance. 
Then came a few days of wild excitement 
and a very rapid advance, which produced 
a top heavy condition and led to the in- 
evitable collapse. This wild excitement 
and rapid advance was the worst thing the 
market could experience, as in the reaction 
which followed, prices were carried down to 
below what the market conditions would 
warrant. Prices were coming along yery 
nicely. The market was advancing quite 
fast. enough and might have kept on slowly 
appreciating for some time, if the ‘‘ boom ” 
which started on Saturday, October 17, and 
kept during the early days of the following 
week, had not set in and unsettled every 
thing. At the time of writing the market 
has not yet shown much evidence of re- 
covery, but we believe it will recover and 
we look for a firm market on this crop. The 
great political contest in the United States, 
which has now almost reached a crisis, 
draws attention from wheat for the present, 
but it cannot alter actual conditions, and 
when things have cooled down a bit, there 
should be an improvement in wheat.

CREAMERY AiD. 


In those districts where creameries are 
already established, and where the owners. 
or farmers who are patrons, desire to put 
them under the charge of the government 
fora few years until the business is well 
established, modifications of the foregoing 
plan may be made to meet the corditions 
and requirements of each case. 

In cases where the owffers, or patrons of 
such creameries desire te transfer the 
management to the government for a few
